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OSEPH NEALE, late of Gray - Inn, Eſq; deceaſed, made his 
ve the Refidue of his Perſonal Eſtate unto his Executors, Samuel Neale, 
Eſq; and Frederick Slare, Doctor of Phyſick, to be by them applied for 
erecting CnAariTyY-Scuoors, or to ſuch other Charitable Uſes of the like 
Nature, as they*thould think fit, and died the 23d of April, 1710, 


. Soon aſterwards, the Executors praying the Direction of the High Court 

: of Chancery, touching the Application of the Reſidue of the faid Eftate 

to Charitable Uſes, according to the ſaid Will, in a Cauſe depending in the 
 faid Court, between the Attorney General Plantiff, and the faid Executors 
Defendants, obtained a Decreetal Order on the 23d of June, in the 12th of 
Queen Anne, whereby it was left to the faid Executors to propoſe to 
Mr Browning, then one of the Maſters of the faid Court, how and in 
what manner they thought fit to have the faid Reſidue applied and diſtri- 
buted, which accordingly afterwards the ſaid Dr Share (the faid Samuel 
Neale being dead) and the faid Cauſe revived, did do. 1

And the faid Maſter, by his Report made in the faid Cauſe, dated the 
21ſt of December, 1715. amongſt other things certified, that the Doctor had 
propoſed that the Sum of Five Hundred Pounds ſhould be laid out in the

| Years, and be veſted in Sir John Philipps, Bart. Tobn Meller, Edward Fen-
